TERRY BUTLER has retired from the game 
he has adorned for so long, together with 
other Apia stars Peter Tredinnick and Terry 
Greedy. 

There will certainly be a niche for him 
when he returns in a year or two as a 
coach. 

This story in its own way is our tribute to 
this little, but great-hearted Apia man. 
SKIMMING through the archives, we came 
across this story by ASW editor Keith Gil- 
mour published back on March 16, 1973 — 
over 15 years ago, on Apia Leichhardt's 
midfield dynamo Terry Butler.

Meet Terry Butler of Apia, internatio- 
nal footballer at 19, and turned 20 in 
February. 


All 5ft 6in of him (at full stretch ), and fully 10 stone 
(if you add two pounds to get the round figure). 

Terry has started his third season with the great Leich- 
hardt club, and played for Australia against New Zealand 
and the Philippines on the 1972 Asian tour. 

What makes him tick? 

© Is he the precocious, cocky little cove that seems to fit 
his football mannerisms? 

© Can he justify being on the reserve list for the national 
team? 

© Will he be able to ride out those murderous tackles 
which rack his shins and ankles? 

These queries and many more come to mind, but remem- 
ber those astute judges Joe Marston and Rale Rasic are 
backing him to the hilt. 

A Stanmore boy, right on Apia’s doorstep, Terry kicked 
out for Annandale as a seven-year-old, and moved to Apia 
juniors the following year. 


At 15 he started in third grade. In carly 1971, at 17, he had 
made the firsts. 


TOUGH DEBUT 


His baptism into First Division was against Wests at 
Drummoyne, and after 40 minutes young Terry was off with 
an injury. 

He bounced right back the next week, notching the 
equaliser in a great 1-1 draw with Hakoah at Lambert Park. 

Terry owes a lot to Apia, but he is equally proud of some 
of the players who went before him at Ibrox Park High 
School. 


Ernie Campbell and Dennis Yaager were Ibrox players, 
and team-mate John Russell was only a year ahead of him in 
the Tasman Cup side. 
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TERRY BUTLER HAPPY TO WAIT 


His real attitude to football? 

“I am not hoping for too much too soon,” he says. 

“When I went to Apia seniors I was helped by many 
players. I was always asking for help. 

“Now I get plenty of assistance from Joe Marston. He is 
a hard taskmaster, but knows how to get through to his 
players. 

“He is quick to sum up faults, but knows when to leave 
the answer to your own initiative.” 

Not the words of the over-presumptuous you will agree; 
rather those of a youngster who is starting to mature. 

Injuries? 

“T recover easily because I am young. 

“Joe and Rale Rasic have me get rid of the ball and slip it 
in the open. I follow the catch-and-push game of the English 
very closely.” 

1972 loss of form? 

“I had my opportunities, including playing in the 2-2 
draw with Wolverhampton Wanderers. But I couldn’t run 
into form later in the season. Maybe I tried too hard.” 

Memories come back of secing Canterbury’s jockey- 
turned-footballer Jimmy Moore and England’s sensitive 
Jimmy Hagan. 

Willie Henderson, too, uses his short stature to 
tremendous advantage. 

As to Terry Butler, good coaching and natural ability are 
certainly a great combination.

He then said: “Thanks to all my teammates. It 
will be sad to no longer share our togetherness. I 
enjoyed your company.

Nyskohus promised fans he has no intention of 
giving up Soccer.

THE following is a retrospect of the Olympic 
Soccer tournaments since the rebirth of the 


Games, in 1896. 


Details of the first three 
tournaments are sketchy 
and have been lost in the 
mists of time. 

Soccer in 1896, 1900 
and 1904 was mainly a 
sideshow and was not 
officially part of the 
Games — a far cry from 
now when the sport 
regularly attracts the 
largest crowds and the 
most attention. 

Olympic Soccer has be- 
come such a threat to the 
World Cup itself, that 
FIFA, in its wisdom or 
otherwise, has decided 
that as of 1992 only play- 
ers undef the age of 23 
will be able to compete. 

Chances are, however, 
that Olympic Soccer will 
Temain a magnetic crowd- 
puller in Spain, and 
beyond. 

Although South Korea 
is unlikely to match the 
100,000-plus crowds of 
1984 in Los Angeles, the 
upcoming Olympic 
tournament won’t be 
lacking in atmosphere. 


1896-Athens 


Only three teams com- 
peted at the first Olympic 
Games of modern times 
where Soccer was a 
sideshow. 

The Greek organisers 
fielded two teams — from 
Salonika and Smyrna, 
now Izmir in Turkey — 
and Denmark sent its 
national team, which duly 
won the a final — 15-0 
against Smyrna! 


1900-Paris 


Soccer again took a 
back seat and once more 
only three teams com- 
peted in Soccer: England 
(represented by London’s 
Upton Park), France and 
Belgium. 

The English ‘‘Corin- 
thians”’ (i.e. true-blue 
amateurs) were too strong 
for the French and won 
4-0. 


1904-St Louis 


A gold medal was 
awarded for the first time 
in the midwestern US 
city, but only North 
American teams com- 
peted, and not national 
ones at that. 

Soccer’s first gold 
medal was won by Galt 
Football Club, from 
Canada. 

Known as the ‘‘Man- 
chester of Canada”, the 
team of British immig- 
rants destroyed two St 
Louis sides, Christian 
Brothers College (7-0) and 
St Rose Kickers (4-0) to 
take home the gold. 


1908-London 


FIFA, now four years 
old, was not allowed to 
run the Soccer tourna- 
ment. 

The English FA took 
charge and, for some un- 
explained reason, allowed 
France to enter two teams 
while the home country 
was represented by a 
Great Britain XI. 

Denmark beat France 
B 9-0 and Great Britain 
trounced Sweden 12-1. 
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Will continue to bring you the best and 
brightest from the Soccer scene. 
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We've come a long way 


France A and Holland 
qualified directly for the 
semi-finals where both 
were beaten — France 
17-1 (still an Olympic re- 
cord) by Denmark and the 
Dutch 4-0 by Great 
Britain. 

The Brits went on to 
win the gold medal 2-0 in 
front of 8,000 spectators 
at Shepherd’s Bush 
Stadium. 


1912-Stockholm 


A record 11 countries 
took part — Sweden, the 
hosts, England, Den- 
mark, Germany, Austria, 
Hungary, Holland, Italy, 
Finland, Norway and 
Russia. 

Play was along cup 
lines and produced some 
astonishing results. 

England, Denmark, 
Hungary, Russia and Fin- 
Jand drew byes and 
looked on as Italy, Ger- 
many and Sweden were 
eliminated by Austria, 
Norway and Holland re- 
spectively. 

In the quarter-finals, 
England and Denmark 
both won 7-0 — against 
Hungary and Norway. 
Holland and Finland 
moved into the semis with 
Victories over Austria and 
Finland. 

In the semis, England 
and Denmark again won 
with identical scorelines 
— 40 — and the final was 
a repeat of 1908 with Eng- 
land winning 4-2. Holland 


beat -Finland 9-0 for the 
bronze. 


1920-Antwerp 


After an eight-year 
hiatus caused by World 
War I, Belgium staged 
the sixth Olympic Games 
which attracted 14 Soccer 
entries, including the first 
African country-Egypt. 

England, winner of the 
Previous two gold medals, 
was unceremoniously 
bowled out in their first 
appearance when beaten 
3-1 by Norway, as were 
the Danes, eliminated by 
a powerful Spanish side 
1-0. 


France and Belgium 
had first round byes. Bel- 
gium created a sensation 
by outing Spain 3-1 in the 
quarter-finals and went 
all the way to the final 
where their opponents 
were Czechoslovakia, 
who had scored 11 goals 
without conceding one 
against Yugoslavia and 
Norway in earlier games. 

The match ended in 
chaos as the Czechs 
walked off the field to 
protest against the odd 
decisions by 64-year-old 
() English referee John 
Lewis, who had officiated 
at the 1908 final. 

Belgium won the gold 
medal literally on a walk- 
over. The organisers took 
the silver medal away 
from Czechoslovakia and 
staged a play-off between 
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Spain and Holland to de- 
cide second place, which 
Spain won 3-1. 


1924-Paris 
1928-Amsterdam 


Soccer was the star 
attraction of these games 
which attracted capacity 
crowds at the recently 
completed Stade de Col- 
ombes. 


And a new force in in- 
ternational Soccer 
emerged — Uruguay, 
which was not even 
represented by its best 
players as most of them 
belonged to the Penarol 
club which pulled out of 
the Uruguayan FA before 
the Games. 

Twenty-two teams 
competed, but no-one 
could match the new 
maestros from South 


America. 

Uruguay thrashed 
Yugoslavia 7-0, the Un- 
ited States 3-0, France 5-1 
and Holland 4-0 en route 
to the final where the 
surprising Switzerland 
also had to concede de- 
feat, to the tune of 3-0. 

Uruguay claimed the 
title of “world champion” 
after their Olympic 
triumph and Switzerland 
claimed the European 
crown as was their right 
after accounting for 
Czechoslovakia, Italy and 
Sweden. 

The outstanding player 
in the Paris Olympic 
tournament was Jose 
Leandro Andrade, the 
giant pivot of the Uru- 
guayan team who became 
the first great Soccer star 
of international fame.

Full steam ahead for Young Roos 


WITH the Oceania 
World Youth 
Championship qual- 
ifying games in Fiji 
only a week away, 
Young Socceroo 
coach Les Scheinf- 
lug is confident his 
match-hardened 
team will finish in 
the top two to adv- 
ance into the Asia- 
Oceania play-offs. 

Australia, New Zea-

The winner of that 
series will qualify for 
next year’s Youth World 
cup in Saudi Arabia. 


Scheinflug is grateful 
he had the opportunity 
to test his brand-new 
squad under trying 
match conditions in In- 
donesia. 

Although the squad 
was selected almost two 
months ago, he was only 
able to assemble them 
four times very briefly 
before leaving for 
Jakarta. 

“Before the Inde- 
pendence Cup I really 
didn’t know how the

Scheinflug was not 
only delighted with his 
team’s fighting qualities 
and determination — a 
trademark of all Austra- 
lian national teams, 
whatever the level of 
competition — but with 
their physical condition 
too. 

“In every match, de- 
spite the sapping heat 
which reached well into 
the 30s, the team 
finished the stronger. 
Not once did they 
wilt,” he said. 

Despite the di- 
sappointment over the 
narrow loss in the final, 
a rematch with China, 
the Young Australia 
coach pronounced him- 
self “proud” of his 
team. 


“They may have con- 
founded the sceptics 
who dismissed them pre- 
maturely, but I always 
believed they had lots of 


potential,” he said. 

The 1-0 win against 
the full Indonesian 
national team was the 
highlight of the Aussies’ 
11-day visit to Indone- 
sia, where all matches 
were played at the mas- 
sive Senayan Stadium in 
Jakarta. 

The Indonesian de- 
feat stunned the locals 
who had blasted Austra- 
lia for sending a youth 
team when they fully ex- 
pected the Olympic- 
bound Socceroos to play 
in the five-nation 
tournament. 

“Our win against In- 
donesia and the draw 
against China silenced 
the critics,” said 
Scheinflug. 

“After that, we were 
treated royally and 
everyone wanted us to 
win the final.” 

This was not to be, 
however, as the experi- 
enced, much older 
Asians sneaked home 
1-0 winners in a match 
which could have gone

Socceroos’ world

AUSTRALIA’s qualification for the Olym- 
pics and the 4-1 win against Argentina 
have not gone unnoticed. 

The Australian national team, for the first time, 
has beenk ranked in the first 25 in the world, albeit 
unofficially. 

International Sporting News Service, a West Ger- 
man-based firm of consultants which specialises in 
international sport, ranks Australia in equal 25th 
place in its updated pre-Olympic listings. 

Australia only managed 42nd in ISNS’ January 
rankings. 

The national team’s previous highest ranking, not 
surprisingly, was back in January 1974 when, as a 
result of making it to the World Cup in West Ger- 
many, Australia came in 30th — a position we 
retained after the finals. 

With the exception of January 1986, when Austra- 
lia was rated 40th in the world, we have never been 
classified amongst the world’s top 50 teams. 

I’ve had the distinction of contributing to ISNS’ 
rankings since the list was created 25 years ago. 

Coincidentally, Australia’s overall 25th position 
was also the one I had allocated to them for the first 
half of 1988 . . . which goes to show that the Soccer- 
oos’ results in recent matches have been appreciated 
world-wide. 

FIFA now has 166 members. For Australia to be 
universally recognised as belonging to the top eche- 
lon must surely be one of the greatest honours to 
come the Socceroos’ way. 

Good results at the Olympics could ensure an 
even higher ranking when the next list is published, 
in January 1989.

Polak is undecided as to when 
another sortie into the professional ranks but he 
believes he can forge a career in Europe. High on 
his list of priorities is the 1989 season with Olympic 
and possibly a move through the ranks, from the 
blue of the NSW shirt to the green and gold of 
Australia and Thomson has not doubts he can make 
it. 

“He’s a footballer through and through. Mad 
keen, just needs a little more experience and he'll go 
all the way to the top,” his club mentor claims.

“A great experience but quite disappointing if 
the truth be told,” says the strapping blond 
bombshell. “We were a good side but it just didn’t 
happen for us,” he adds with much dejection. 


ranking 
A Kick in the grass 


Why is it that so many goalkeepers in Australia — 
including some of our top custodians — still persist 
in kicking the ball instead of throwing it? 

Kicking has been passé for decades. So why has it 
retained its puzzling popularity in Australia? 

It is impossible to kick a ball 50 or 60 metres 
accurately: during the long flight defenders have 
ample time to move into position and challenge. 

So what actually happens is that the very same 
goalie who is seeking to relieve the pressure on his 
area keeps it by kicking the ball upfield, losing 
possession and, perhaps, being forced to save again 
seconds later. 

Tf he throws the ball to a defender, the prospect of 
this is greatly reduced. The ball can travel safely, 
through a couple of passes over the halfway line and 
it’s still in his team’s possession. 

Now, as we all know, possession is the name of 
the game. A player indiscriminately losing posses- 
sion is guilty of a very fundamental sin. 

Not only goalies in Australia err in this fashion. 

I have noticed that many defenders, who obvious- 
ly have yet to adapt to the modern game, are equally 
guilty. 

Twenty metres or so from their own goal, often 
unchallenged, they prod the ball forward and then, 
whoosh, kick it into the blue yonder, to no-one in 
particular, and in most cases to a grateful opponent. 

And that, believe it or not, passes for a “good 
clearance’’, lavishly praised by some coaches and 
commentators! 

I realise that sometimes, under pressure, a defen- 
der must get the ball away as far away as possible 
even if it falls into the opposition’s feet or head. 

But too many of them do it anyway when, with a 
little extra skill and thought, they could play it 
upfield with a short pass or two. 

If I were a coach, I’d levy a fine for each and every 
indiscriminate kick by a defender or a goalkeeper. 

Perhaps then they’d understand that the ball must 
be played, not wildly belted towards an indetermin- 
ate destination. 

There’s no doubt that our Soccer will improve if 
more defenders played the ball instead of killing it. 

And goalies should also be impressed on to cut 
out those “spectacular” 60-metre clearances which 
are usually totally unproductive.

“His uncanny ability to control the ball with either 
foot and heading skill prompted former national 
coach Joe Vlasits to claim he has never seen any- 
thing like it anywhere. 

“Jeff is all of 3ft and a Sydney television station 
plans to film him in action.” 

Does anybody know what happened to Jeff 
Parker? 

He would be 23 years old now and should have 
been one of Australia’s brightest stars if his pre-teen 
build-up was anything to go by. 

Or was he just one of the many shooting stars that 
flash through our Soccer sky only to vanish without 
a trace? 

Jeff Parker, where are you? 


“But some really good players have come out of 
that side. Lou Hristodoulou is making a name for 
himself in Greece, and Alistair Edwards has been a 
regular in Glasgow Rangers reserves. 

“Now Paul Trimboli has been included in the 
Australian squad.” And one senses that is where 
Polak holds an envious eye.

Brazil is back!

BRAZIL’s Olympic 
campaign will be re- 
ligiously and pas- 
sionately watched 
by an entire nation. 

The exciting current 
crop of young players 
has caught the fancy and 
the imagination of Soc- 
cer-crazy Brasilenos. 

Veteran observers of 
the local scene cannot 
recall any other Olympic 
venture — in any sport 
— creating such univer- 
sal interest. 

The Brazilian man in 
the street is convinced 
his beloved blue and 
golds will go one better 
than in Los Angeles. 

Beaten 2-0 by France 
in the final at Pasadena’s 
Rose Bowl, Brazil took 
home the silver medal in 
1984 — their best-ever 
Olympic Soccer result. 

This time it’s the gold 
medal the Brazilians are 
taking aim for, with 
realistic chances of suc- 
cess despite the chal- 
lenge from West Ger- 
many, the Soviet Union, 
Italy, Yugoslavia and 
Sweden — and, dare we 
say it, our own Soc- 
ceroos. 

Brazil’s exhilirating 
young team showed it 
had the potential to go 
all the way in South 
Korea when it followed 
its triumphant Bicenten- 
nial Gold Cup with an 
unbeaten mini-tour of 
Europe. 

Europe is still buzzing 
over the extraordinary 
skills the Brazilians dis- 
played in their 2-0 win 
against Austria in front 
of 43,000 enchanted 
spectators at Vienna’s 
Prater Stadium. 

Andrade’s gem of a 
goal, when he shook off 
four defenders in a daz- 
zling solo run before 
almost insolently whisk- 
ing the ball past the be- 
fuddled Austrian goal- 
keeper, was in the clas- 
sic mould of which 
anthological goals are 
made. 

Taffarel, Jorginho, 
Romario, Edmar, Valdo 
and, especially, 
Andrade are now house- 
hold names in Europe as 
they are in Australia, 
and it’s a good bet that 
soon the South Koreans 
will be familiar with 
them as well. 

The Koreans are no 
slouches when it comes 
to Soccer knowledge. 
Why do you think they 
scheduled Brazil’s pre- 
liminary round match 
against Australia at the 
splendid 90,000-seater 


Olympic Stadium on 
September 20? 

This is the only first 
round game thus hon- 
oured. All other early 
fixtures are being staged 
in provincial centres. 

The South Koreans, 
like everyone else, are 
well aware that Brazil 
usually equates with 
brilliance in our sport. 

Heaven help the other 
teams if Brazilian coach 
Carlos Alberto Silva was 
serious when he claimed 
that his team had not re- 
vealed all its tricks! 

“We'll have some- 
thing extra up our 
sleeves in Korea’’, he 
announced to the star- 
tled Austrian press. 
Let’s hope he was 
speaking tongue in 
cheek. 

Silva has selected all 
but three of the players 
he took to Australia and 
to Europe. 

Muller, who played in 
the last World Cup 
finals, cannot compete 
at the Olympics and Edu 
and Douglas are still 
injured. 

Neto, a 21-year-old 
midfielder, has been 
selected in the national 
squad for the first time 
and strikers Bebeto and 
Joao Paulo were recal- 
led after a one-year 
absence. 

Edmar, Romario and 
Valdo were the most 
highly regarded mem- 
bers of the Olympic 
squad until recently. 

Now the brilliant 
Andrade is shaping up 
as the new Brazilian su- 
perstar. 

Already the toast of 
Northern and Central 
Europe, Andrade’s 
fame could spread furth- 
er after the Olympics. 

The Brazilian fans are 
also raving about Taf- 
farel — and quite rightly 
so as he is their best 
goalkeeper for some 
time. 

He was flawless in 
Australia, and blameless 
for the goals conceded 
in Oslo and in Stock- 
holm. 

Aloisio, given his 
chance when regular 
first team centre-back 
Douglas got injured, has 
been one of the current 
side’s success stories. 

Like Aloisio, fullback 
Jorginho, he of the rug- 
by tackle on Scott 
Ollerenshaw, was a 
member of Brazil’s 1985 
world champion youth 
team. 

Geovani, a player 
who was on the fringe of 
the full national team, 
was finally given his 
chance in Australia. 
However, he is injury- 


prone and Brazil’s 
frenetic physios will 
have their work cut out 
to keep him fit. 

Romario, the best 
known of the new-look 
Brazilian forwards, is a 
deadly combination of 
clever ball control and 
lethal goalscoring 
ability. 

I wouldn’t be sur- 
prised if he was one of 
the main contenders for 
top Olympic scoring 
honours. 

Australia, at least, 
have been warned first- 
hand of what to expect: 
Brazil, no matter what 
Silva claims, can’t catch 
them off-guard again. 

Leave it to wily Frank 
Arok to devise some 
scheme to make life 
tougher for the Brazi- 
lians. I don’t expect the 
Socceroos to “‘hold 
back” as they did in the 
Gold Cup final. 

It’s much more likely 
we'll see an ‘‘Argen- 
tine” Aussie team at the 
Olympic Stadium. 

We can’t match the 
Brazilians’ wizardry, 
and shouldn’t even try 
to, but that doesn’t 
necessarily mean we’re 
on a hiding to nothing 
on September 20 — a 
match one fervently 
hopes the 0-TEN net- 
work will televise live. 

A lot will depend on 
Australia’s result 48 
hours earlier against the 
enigmatic Yugoslavia. 
This, the Socceroos’ 
Olympic opener, will be 
the most crucial match 
of the entire tournament 
for us. 

Let’s be cautiously 
optimistic against Brazil 
and believe that, once 
again, an Australian 
national team will scale 
dizzy heights, conquer- 
ing seemingly un- 
surmountable odds. 

The Australian Soccer 
Federation did not make 
our task any easier by 
not scheduling a couple 
of tough warm-up games 
on the eve of the tourna- 
ment — unlike Brazil, 
which leaves this week 
for three games in 
America and another in 
Japan.

“We have to protect 
the image of the federa- 
tion and the league at a 
time when indoor Soc- 
cer is undergoing explo- 
sive growth at grass 
Toots level. 

““When it became 
apparent there were 
problems with the Strik- 
ers, Belconnen was the 
name which came up. It 
is a well-organised club 
with a solid foundation 
— the ideal set-up for a 
club in our competi- 
tion.” 

He said that it had 
been agreed that Bel- 
connen could retain the 
sky-blue colours of its 
outdoor teams. The 
name would probably be 
Belconnen United, 
mirroring that of the 
club’s senior side in the 
ACT League. 


Belconnen officials 
were hopeful of picking 
up a number of Can- 
berra Strikers senior 
players although they 
made it clear that in the 


long term they regarded 
the NISL team as 
another outlet for 
youngsters coming 
through the club’s ex- 
tensive junior ranks. 

The news came as a 
surprise to one of the 
Strikers’ principal back- 
ers, Keith Rundle.

QUEENSLAND Soc- 
cer took a positive 
step towards a 
sound future with a 
staggering turnout 
to the planning 
workshop at Perry 
Park. 

The workshop, orga- 
nised by marketing con- 
sultants Touche Ross 
was called to obtain 
ideas from within the 
code before it maps out 
a list of recommenda- 
tions which could be- 
come a blueprint for the 
game’s future in the 
Sunshine State. 

The QSF called for 
representatives from all 
sections of the code to 
attend the workshop, 
but never expected the 
turnout which attended. 

More than 70 people 
attended the day-long 
conference, represent- 
ing just about every sec- 
tion of the game. 

“The response was 
extremely heartening 
and showed that there 
are a lot of people in the 
game very keen and 
concerned about its 
future,’’ executive di- 
rector Alan Vessey said. 

The representatives 
included administrators 
from seniors, juniors, 
women and church Soc- 
cer, referees, players — 
both past and present — 
coaches, referees and 
the media. 

Under the guidance of 
Touche Ross’ fan 
Cooke, the represent- 
atives were split into 
groups for informal dis- 
cussions from which 
ideas were bandied 
around and proposals 
recorded. 

Touche Ross will now 
use computers to analy- 
se the results of the 
workshop, and are ex- 
pected to submit their 
report within a month. 

“T think the important 
thing to remember is 


- that this is a study being 


done by people totally 
independent of Soccer,” 
said QSF president Ian 
Brusasco. ‘“‘I am sure 
everyone will be keen to 
see how someone from 
outside the game per- 
ceives our set-up.” 


City won't be rushed into NSL 


BRISBANE City could reject a chance to 
play in the National League even if it wins 
the promotion play-offs later this year. 

The club, which was almost destroyed financially 
after a string of bad years in the NSL before its 
Telegation back to the Queensland XXXX League, 
will not risk the same fate again. 

With repayments on its magnificent stadium now 
under control and the club back on an even financial 
keel, the club will go back into the NSL only if a 
$5000 maximum local transfer is introduced. 

Without this cap, City believes it would be cruci- 
fied by other Queensland clubs in its bid to build a 


homegrown team. 


City hopes to sign up to six local players if they get 


into the NSL. 


The club will allocate only $30,000 for Queens- 
land transfers out of a total $250,000 budget. 

“We need to sign at least eight players to combine 
with our current squad to make us competitive in the 
National League,’’ said club secretary John 


Ponturo. 


; “We will be getting two overseas players of Eng- 
lish Division Two standard or higher, but we will not 
be buying interstate. The market is too inflated in 


Sydney and Melbourne. 


“The rest of the players will have to be Queens- 
landers. If Queensland Soccer wants to be repre- 
sented in the National League, then they have to 
support us and not rip us off.” 

Ponturo said there was no question of the club not 
contesting the NSL promotion play-offs against the 
Victorian and South Australian champions in Octo- 
ber if they win the XXXX League premiership as 
City are expected to in the next week. The club is 


seven points ahead atop the table with four rounds 


remaining. 


But Ponturo warned City could pull out after- 


wards. 


“If we win the promotion play-offs and the OSF 
annual general meeting in December does not 
change the constitution for a $5000 maximum local 
transfer, then we would have to decline the invita- 
tion to play in the 1989 NSL,” he said.

ELIGIBILITY rules 
for the Queensland 
Ampol Cup will be 
revamped following 
the Archie Fraser 
fiasco which 
shrouded last 
weekend's final be- 
tween Gold Coast 
and North Star. 

Fraser, the Gold 
Coast Gamblers’ cap- 
tain, was outed and then 
permitted to play as the 
QSF suddenly found it- 
self with different sus- 
pension rules for two 
teams in the one final. 

The incident was 
sparked when Fraser 
was sent off in a Gold 
Coast club game the 
weekend prior to the 
Ampol Cup final. He 
was subsequently outed 
for one match by the 
Goid Coast Federation 
disciplinary. 

Gamblers officials 
automatically assumed 
Fraser’s suspension 
would be served in the 
local competition and he 


would be cleared to play 
in the cup final. They in 
fact admitted that ear- 
lier in the cup competi- 
tion they had fielded 
locally suspended play- 
ers in the regional team 
on the basis that their 
local clubs would gain 
an unfair advantage if 
suspensions were served 
in the regional repre- 
sentative team. 


On learning of Fras- 
er’s send-off, the media 
then asked the QSF to 
tule on his eligibility to 
play. It was pointed out 
that had a North Star 
player been sent off in 
the XXXX League fix- 
ture preceding the cup 


final, he automatically, 


would have been ruled 
out. In fact, last year, 
North Star skipper Billy 
Williamson had his 
hopes of winning the 
Rothman’s medal 
quashed when he was 
sent off in the cup, 
which under QSF rules 
is part of the fixture 
season. 


On that basis, QSF 
executive director Alan 
Vessey suspended Fras- 
er saying: ““You cannot 
have one rule for North 
Star and a different one 


for Gold Coast.” 

A major furore broke 
out with the Gold Coast 
appealling to the QSF 
and claiming a contrary 
earlier rule -had been 
issued by the QSF 
office. : 

Finally, in an 11th 
hour decision, QSF 
president and ASF 
chairman Ian Brusasco 
stepped in and made “a 
decision for Soccer’’. 

Brusasco ruled that 
Fraser would be permit- 
ted to play on the basis 
that the earlier ruling by 
the QSF had been acted 
upon. But Brusasco im- 
mediately instructed the 
tules to be re-examined 
and the loophole closed. 

Vessey said the rules 
for the 1989 Ampol Cup 
final would be very 
particular in relation to 
suspensions and the re- 
gional teams which play 
in the competition. 

“It was probably a 
grey area that hadn’t 
come to notice before 
because the situation 
had never arisen. The 
rules next year will be 
very clear and everyone 
will be aware of them 
before the cup kicks 
off,” Vessey said.

Speaking seconds 
after his First Division 
side had reached the 
final of the Federation 
Cup with a 4-0 win over 
its Second Division 
opponent, an obviously 
upset Darby said Mace- 
donia’s fans were letting 
down themselves, their 
team, and Soccer in 
general. 

“T feel sorry for the 
players who are working 
their guts out to get into 
the First Division while 
at the same time 
reaching the semifinal of 
the 
major knock-out com- 
petition,” he said. 

“TI could see that some 
of them were not parti- 
cularly impressed with 
what was going on.” 

The incident he was 
referring to occurred 
two minutes before half- 
time with the college 
leading 2-0. Referee 
Bob Marshall judged 
that Macedonia’s Steve 
Trajanoski had gone 
over the top of the ball 
in a tackle and sent him 
off. 

Trajanoski and a 
number of other 
Macedonian players 
pursued Marshall to the 
side of the pitch while a 
number of supporters 
ran across the field to 
join in the argument. 
Marshall was pushed 
and jostled but restarted 
proceedings after four 
minutes with Trajanoski 
off the park. 


All this tended to 
overshadow a remark- 
able night for college 
striker Jimmy Kanar- 
idis. He began by miss- 
ing a penalty, was drop- 
ped from the job when 
his side was awarded a 
second spotkick, then 
went on to score a hat- 
trick. 

With 22 minutes 
gone, Marshall ruled 
that goalkeeper Borchie 
Kuzmahoski fouled 
Kanaridis when the two 
contested a bail in the 
penalty area.

PLAYER protection 
has become a keenly 
discussed subject 
among players in WA. 

The problem has been 
highlighted by a parti- 
cularly bad injury to visa 
player Martin Hewett of 
North Perth Croatia. 

Hewett suffered a 
broken leg in the last 
league encounter against 
Spearwood Dalmatinac. 

His injury was four 
breaks in the leg and it 
has meant the end of his 
1988 career at a time 
when he was starting to 
make his mark in the 
game. 

Hewett is a draftsman 
reportedly earning $17 a 
hour. 

While a broken leg is 
unlikely to stop him 
plying his craft once he 
has recovered, the injury 
will mean substantial loss 
of wages for the period of 
his convalescence. The 
current WA Federation 
insurance scheme is paltry 
and relies on players fin- 
ding their own wages for 
the first week of recovery. 

Medicare is supposed 
to cover medical costs. 

Once the Federation 
comes into the picture, 
the amount available is 
not even dole rates. 

The new Super League 
Commission has pre- 
sented five options to the 
Super League clubs for 
vastly improved player 
coverage only to hear a 
defeaning silence in 
return. 

Clubs were supposed to 
have come back to the 
Commission within seven 
days to annouence their 
recommendation. 

That was over a month 
ago, and that was a month 
after tenders from in- 
terested parties had been 
submitted. 

The most favourable 
tender will guarantee an 
injured player $400 a 
week cover or 75% of his 
lost wages, whichever is 
the lesser and from day 
one: 

The premium will be 
moderate and not even 
the cost of one average 
transfer fee. 

Yet clubs have been 
dragging their heels in 
this regard. 

Players have decided to 
make a stand and this 
week will meet to formu- 
late strategy designed to 


get clubs moving on their 
behalf. 

In this day of the 
almighty dollar and the 
requirements of clubs to 
control player move- 
ments, it is necessary and 
intelligent for all con- 
cerned to have players 
adequately covered. 

Some may argue that 
too high a premium will 
encourage players to fake 
an injury or the length of 
it. 

But even here, rules 
can be formulated that 
will keep a close control 
over such ploys. 


Amateurs 


This time last year the 
State Government Task 
Force recommendations 
were nearing completion 
with its radical and in- 
novative ideas that set the 
WA Soccer world on its 
collective ear. 

Now, soon to be re- 
leased is yet another de- 
velopment report that is 
supposed to set the code 
in WA on a new direc- 
tion. 

The WA Federation in 
conjunction with WAS- 
SA, the major amateur 
section of the code in WA 
is said to have the answers 
to our problems. 

Without haying studied 
it too deeply, inside in- 
formation says it is the 
Task Force revamped 
with a few different 
aspects within its pages. 

Whatever comes out 
will have to be minus the 
$10 million first offered 
by a combination of Gov- 
ernment and business 
support. 

It will serve the code if 
such a report can demons- 
trate that Soccer is 
together in harmony in 
WA to take advantage of 
an original financial offer 
from the State Govern- 
ment of $750,000, which 


some say is now over the 
million mark with added 
interest over the years. 

There’s no doubt WA 
Soccer needs heavy finan- 
cial backing. 

But, more importantly, 
we need a harmonious 
partnership that knows 
where we are going. 

For all the noises sug- 
gesting just that, few are 
fooled into thinking 
everything is rosy in the 
garden and those in Goy- 
ernment who would help 
us know that.

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ARGENTINA’S 
NEW RULES 


THE Argentine Soccer 
Federation has 
approved a major 
change in its rules. 

A new points system, 
to be implemented in the 
next National Soccer 
League eliminates the 
draw. 

The new rule estab- 
lishes three points for the 
winner of a game after 90 
minutes of play. In case 
the game finishes in a 
draw, the final result will 
be decided by a penalty 
shootout and the final 


winner will be awarded 
two points and the loser 
one.

For some players the 
season is far too long, 
considering the fact that 
they are not only playing 
Youth League but also 
for the State and Austra- 
lia at both Federation and 
schoolboy levels, and 
they are also expected to 
represent their school in 
the various competitions. 

It is quite possible for a 
player to play more than 
60 competitive matches 
during a Soccer season, 
that lasts from March to 
October.

The top networks will 
pay just $1.4 million for 
recorded highlights of 
Scottish League games 
throughout the season, 
as well as live coverage 
of the Cup final and one 
Premier Division match. 

The television com- 
panies will pay in total 
only $400,000 more than 
ITV offered for live 
transmission of indi- 
vidual games in 
England. 

The agreement is 
$180,000 more than the 
previous contract. 


THE UEFA, European Soccer’s governing body, has downplayed 
violence at the 1988 European championship finals in West 


Germany. 


“No worse than a normal weekend in the Bundesliga”, was UEFA president 
Jacques Georges’ description of the street brawls and riots in several West 
German cities during Euro-88. 

UEFA, in its official report on the series, claims that English supporters 
“allowed themselves to be provoked by trouble-stirrers in Stuttgart, Dusseldorf 


and Frankfurt”. 


The report concedes that given that the 15 games were all “passionate 
affairs”, the figure of some 2200 arrests was just about the same than on the 
average West German League round. 

According to the UEFA, the violence level witnessed in West Germany was 
no better, no worse than expected. 

A sad commentary on the affairs of European Soccer, to put it mildly. 

Despite the report’s thinly veiled exhoneration of the rampaging English fans, 
there is no chance the UEFA will reconsider its ban on English clubs competing 
in the three European club competitions for at least another season. 

UEFA also revealed that the finals produced an average of 2.27 goals a game 
compared with 2.73 in 1984 and that crowds were up by 55.8 percent. 

In 1980, when the first eight-team finals were held in Italy, the average 


attendance was 25,047. 


In France, four years later, it was 39,977. : : 
In West Germany it was a whopping 62,295, largely due to neighbouring 


Holland’s participation.
